Kerens Voters Eye 
Railroad Proposal

vKERENS—Voters will be going to the 


', "polls here Saturday in a city referendum 
,. * to pass on an offer from the Cotton Belt 


*L~'1 "*" raflroad'that«would-cl0^jlive of .7 
the town's streets over the railroad in 
return for $60,000 worth of safety gates 
at the remaining three crossings. 


Car-train accidents have, over the 


years, claimed 15 lives within the town 
which is bisected east to west by the 
railroad. A number of near-fatal ac- 
cidents as well —the most recent one 
some three weeks ago—will make 
Saturday's issue an emotional one to the 
community, but opposition to the 
proposal has arisen as the election day 
has drawn near. 


Advertisements urging the town- 


speople to reject the railroad's proposal 
have appeared in the Kerens Tribune, 
along with supporting letters from 
residents. Petitions have circulated 
through the community, said one 
resident Thursday, asking that the city 
council withdraw the proposal from 
public consideration. 


Tillman Reed, a local realtor and a 


leader of those opposed to the offer, said 
Thursday that the closing of the five 
crossings would cut off avenues of ac- 
cess to the school from the north part of 
town where much of the recent home- 
building has been going on. With only 
three access streets to the downtown 
section from Highway 31, the result 
would be traffic congestion that "isn't 
going to promote safety," he added. 


A second factor in the opposition's 


argument is a clause included in the 


railroad's offer which states that with 
the acceptance of the offer the city would 
no longer attempt to regulate the speed 
with which trains move through the 
community. Speed limits along the 
railroad have:been a constant'source of > 
conflict between the town and the 
railroad for years and opponents of the 
railroad's offer say that the city would 
lose its inherent right to regulate within 
its own city limits. 


Some residents here say that it was the 


death in March of this year of 77-year-old 
Clifton Scale, who was born deaf, that 
has led to this Saturday's referendum. 
Scale, a longtime resident of the com- 
munity; was returning from Corsicana 
to his home when his car was struck by a 
west-bound train*, killing him instantly. 


Postmaster B. T. Berry and several 


other residents of the community began 
to advertise on the need for safety 
devices at the crossings. City officials 
met with the railroad this summer and 
returned from that meeting with the 
proposal that will go before the voters 
Saturday. 


At an open meeting of the city council, 


the community successfully pushed for 
the referendum on the offer. 


The city's only contribution to the 


proposal as stated would be its closure of 
five of the eight crossings. The city 
might re-open one or more of the 
crossings at a later date, said Berry, 
paying for the safety gates out of city 
funds. 


At the moment, however, the only cash 


outlay would be the estimated $60,000 the 
railroad would put up for the three 
safety gates.

Q: Back early in the summer the City 


began charging Corsicana residents an 
extra $1.15 a month for garbage service 
and said they were going to buy some 
new garbage trucks. I haven't seen any 
yet, so what I want to know is when are 
they going to buy them? (C.B.) 


A: The City Commission gave City 


Manager Bob Brockman permission at 
Tuesday's meeting to advertise for bids 
for three new garbage packer trucks. 
Bids will probably be taken late this 
month or by early December, but this is 
specialized equipment which may take 
upwards of 90 days for delivery once 
contract is awarded. Within the past two 
months, the City took bids on a new 
"dumpster" truck, buying a truck 
chassis on which the special dumpster 
front-end loader will be mounted. This 
unit is? the one which picks up com- 
mercial garbage boxes, lifts it over the 
front end of the truck, dumping refuse 
into the truck's container and moves on 
to repeat the operation elsewhere. The 
"trailer trains" which are mobile steel 
open garbage collector carts towed train 


fast session at the Holiday Inn today and 
discussed problems and programs af- 
fecting both governmental bodies. 


City Commissioner P. D. Fullwood 


said the breakfast meeting was his idea. 
The "informal discussions", he said, 
would improve communication and help 
the city and county officials "iron out" 
problems they have in common. 


The question of how much should the 


county government contribute toward 
operation of the City of Corsicana Fire 
Department was one of the issues 
discussed by the officials. Present at the 
meeting were Navarro County Judge 
Kenneth Douglas and county com- 
missioners Homer E. McNabb, Arlon G. 
Simmons, Edwin E. Montgomery and 
Billy E. Hargrove. City officials in- 
cluded Mayor Sue Youngblood, City 
Manager Bob Brockman, and city 
commissioners Fulwood, Bob Scott, and 
John Carlock. Two representatives from 
the Daily Sun and one from the local 
radio station were also present. 


Fullwood began discussion after 


breakfast by mentioning that the 
development of subdivisions out in the 
county is an overlapping problem. 


"It's a thing we may all need to work 


together on>" he said. 


He linked this expansion with the fire 


department's work by noting that 
eventually there will be so many areas 
outside the city that the department may 
have to broaden its equipment and 
possibly build a substation to provide 
adequate fire protection. The problem, 
he added, is where the money would 
come from to pay for this service and 
equipment. 


Carlock asked the county officials 


what they could do, other than paying 
the $400 per year they now pay, toward 
helping finance operation of the city fire 


the fire department." 


The County Judge also mentioned that 


"If? just by custom and usage that the 
county has some areas of responsibility 
and the city has other areas of respon- 
sibility."' 


When it was pointed out that the local 


hospital was operated by the county, 
Carlock said people in the city pay 
county taxes, too, and help pay for 
operation of the county hospital. 


Douglas mentioned during discussion 


that the county purchases most of its 
building materials within the City of 
Corsicana and contributes to the 
revenue here. 


Two other topics which received some 


exploratory discussion were the county's 
financial contribution toward operation 
of the Corsicana public library since this 
facility is used by countyresidents; and 
the subject of Corsicana working out an 
agreement for the city to utilize the 
county jail and abandoning operation of 
a city jail. Both matters are likely topics 
for future discussions between the two 
governing bodies. 


Other discussion at the breakfast 


session included the question of what 
county matters are discussed outside of 


official county commission meetings. 


Douglas commented that the county 


commissioners individually drop by his 
office, generally two or three days each 
week and 
discuss 
anything that 


may come up in the way of. county 
business. He said county commissioners 
are' fulltime employes while 
city 


commissioners are part-time officials. 


Mayor Youngblood asked, "Well how 


do you get around the closed meeting 
law?" 


Douglas said the matters are simply 


discussed but that no official action is 
taken on them. When action is to be 
taken, he said, the commission "invites" 
the news media to attend. He said they 
do not refrain from discussing county 
matters simply because members of the 
news media are not present. 


As the meeting was drawing to a close, 


Fullwood said, "There's no reason why 
the commissioners of both city and 
county can't work together. 


"I just wanted the news media to feel 


free to be here because we were just 
having a discussion. Let's have more of 
them." 


Commissioners from both city and 


county governments voiced approval of 
these discussion sessions and a couple of 
members suggested holding these 
sessions on a monthly basis.

Q: Will you please tell me who has the 


authority to change Armistice Day, Nov.

has that authority, and has exercised it. 
Congress designates national holidays 
and, following World War II, changed 
the name of the post-World War I to 
Veterans Day, retaining the traditional 
Nov. 11 date. 


The change, this year, was to make

It's a departure from "tradition," 


granted, but that's the way Congress has 
decreed it, like it or not. 


Hargroye pointed out that many

Unemphatic texture or design 
has proven easy on the eyes and 
shows less wear.

required qualifications, but many 
are satisfactory if proper use arid 
care are given.
